Last  October,  while  visiting  in  Connecticut,  I  had  the  privilege  of 
reading  the  Narrative  and  Biographical’  LeGreyt  Family  History,  compiled 
mostly  by  Dorothy  J,  LeGcyt,  (Mrs.  William  Harold  LeGeyt).  No  one  knows 
the  amount  of  time,  energy  and  money  sho  has  put  into  this  narrative.  With 
only  one  copy  in  existence  my  suggestion  to  Dorothy  was,  "Please  keep  this 
narrative  in  your  freezer  so  it  won!t  bo  lost  in  caso  of  firei"  During  the 
winter  Dorothy  and  I  tried  to  got  a  prico  on  duplicating  that  our  Associa¬ 
tion  could  afford.  As  you  can  see  I  worried  myself  into  a  job,  I  hadn*t 
cut  a  stoncil  in  5 0  years  and  as  you  note  my  many  errors  you  can  understand 
why  I  only  mado  75  i-n  typing  at  "dear  old  Gilbert".  I  just  went  to  make  it 
clear  the  errors  in  typing  were  not  in  the  original  manuscript  Dorothy 
entrusted  to  me. 

With  the  original  manuscript  one  may  read  the  History  of  the  Association, 
Deed  to  the  LeGcyt  property,  Articles  of  Association,  By  Laws  and  mailing 
list  of  all  LoGcyts.  There  is  also  a  short  account  of  tho  LeGcyt-Dit- 
Rauvct  Family  of  St.  Saviours,  Jersey,  I  copied  from  a  booklet  in  the  Library 
of  Congross.  The  Historian  has  compiled  a  LeGcyt  Family  Scrapbook  and  Photo 
Album,  containing  newspaper  articles,  phonos,  wedding  invitations  and  other 
valuablo  LeGcyt  memorabilia,  Wc  hope  that  tho  family  members  will  continue  to 
loan  or  give  those  items  as  they  make  our  history  more  interesting  and  complete. 

Tho 30  of  us  who  know  you  personally,  Dorothy,  sincerely  thank  you  for 

the  hours  of  research  you  have  put  into  this  booklet  and  for  oho  interest 
you  have  in  obtaining  correct  LoGcyt  material.  This  fall  I  'will  proudly 

placo  the  following  narrative  in  the  Library  of  Congress  beside  the  only 
other  book  bearing  tho  name,  LeGcyt.  In  a  few  yoars,  after  corrections, 
additions  and  changes,  perhaps  w o  can  have  our  LoGcyt  narrative  printed  in 
Dook  form,  until  then,  this  is  a  beginning.

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PREFACE 


Immediately  after  the  195^  LeGeyt  Family  Reunion  (always  held  the  second 
Sunday  in  August  at  the  LeGeyt  Property  on  Washington  Hill),  the  Historians 
for  the  Association  of  tho  Descendants"  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Newton  LeGeyt, 
Inc.,  began  an  intensive  campaign  to  get  as  much  LoGcyt  family  history,  as 
p  ossiblo,  in  written  form.  This  was  begun  with  tho  hopo  that  ultimately  the 
genealogy  could  bo  duplicated  and  placed  in  tho  possession  of  several  family 
members  so  that  precious  information  which  up -'to  that  time  had  been  handed' 
down  from  generation  to  genoration  by  word  of  mouth  could  be  permantoly 
preserved.  There  arc  so  many  LcGoyts  and  so  many  ancestors  that  the  job  of 
obtaining  all  thoir  vital  statistics  plus  biographical  information  seemed 
monumental.  Family  information'  sheets  were  duplicated  and  a  form  letter 
was  sent  to  as  many  LcGeyts  as  could  be  located.  On  the  basis  of  all  the 
information  received,  plus  visits  to  family  members,  the  State  Library, 

Town  Clerk’s  Offices,  the  Library  of  Cbngrcss,  and  corrcspondancc  with  the 
Department  of  Archives  in  Nova  Scotia,  individuals  in  Canado.  and  London, 
England,  wo  have  been  able  to  compile  a  family  tree  and  tho  following 
biographies,  Tho  first  draft  of  both  of  these  manuscipts  were  completed 
in  time  for  the  20th  Reunion  in  1957* 

Wo,  the  present  Historians,  hopo  you  will  find  tho  following,  informative 
and'  onlightning,  but,  after  reading  it  over,  please  write  either  one  of  us- 
concerning  any  errors,  additions  or  changes  which  should  be  made.  Remember, 
this  work  was  written  over  a  period  of  a  few  months  and  therefore,  may  be 
quite  limited  in  scope  in  some  instances.  As  wc  obtain  more  information 
wo  will  duplicate  new  material  each  year  and  add  it  to  this  booklet.

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JOHN  LEGEYT1 

Most  of  our  information  concerning'  John  LeGeyt^  is  based  on  stories 
told  us  by  elders  in^the  family.  We  have  not,  as  yet,  found  any  written 
trace  of  John  LeGeyt  either  on  Prince  Edward  Island,  where  he  is  said'  to 
have  settled  with  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Newton,  nor  in  England  whence  he 
emigrated. 

Family  reports  say  that  John  LeGeyt  was  born  in  '  Gloucestershire , 
England.  Gloucestershire  is  an  area  comparable  to  a  county  in  a  state 
in  the  United  States.  Therefore  Gloucestershire  contains  many  parishes 
and  towns — wo  don!t  know  in  which  of  those  parishes  or  towns  John  LeGeyt 
was  born.

One  family  report  has  it  that  John  LeGeyt  (John  )  sold  his  pony 
and  ran  away  from  Eton  or  some  comparable  school  in  England  and  made  his 
way  to0the  North  American  Continent.  It  is  also  reported  that  John 
LcGeyt^madc  several  trip3  back  and  forth  (from  England. to  North  America 
and  vice  versa)  and  that  on  one  of  these  tries  he  brought  his  parents 
and  most  of  his  brothors  and  sisters  from  England  to  North  America.

Another  family  story  says  that  Mary  Ann  LeGeyt  (John1)  was  the 
first  to  come  to  this  continent,  specifically  Nova  Scotia,  and  that  thcr 
rest  of  the  family  followed. 

We  repeatedly  hoar  that  John  LeGeyt  and  his  sifo  settled  on  Prince 
Edward  Island,  Canada,  died  there  and  are  buried  there.  So  far  wo  have 
not  been  able  to  locate  any  written  record  of  their  supposed  stay  on 
Prince  Edward  Island.

The  approximate  time  at  which  John  LeGeyt  is  said  to  have  come  to 
this  continent  is  set  at  between  1815  and  1820. 

The  following  story  is  told  aboulj-  John  LeGeyt^  while  ho  was  in 
England.  It  is  said  that  John  LeGeyt1  had  white-faced  cattle  and  could 
not'  keep  100  in  a"hcrd.  Each  time  he  bought  the  100th,  another  died.

Family  report  says  that  these  children  wore  born  in  Herefordshire 
or  Hertfordshire,  England,  Again,  wc  have  not  been  ablo  to  confirm 
this  information. 
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Family  reports  say  that  John  LeGeyt  ''was  born  in  Hertfordshire  or 
Herefordshire,  England,  His  birthdatc  has  been  given  as  October  6,  1801, 
and  his  dcathdato  as  oithor  November  29  or  JO,  1881,  The  inscription  on 
his  tombstone  in  Zion  Hill  Cemetery,  Hartford,  Conn,,  reads  11  John  LeGeyt 
died  November  29,  1881  Aged  80  years".  His  death  entry  in  the  Hartford 
Vital  Records  roads  Nov,  29,  1881,  also,

Some  elders  in  the  family  say  that  this  John  LeGeyt  was  the  first 
LeGeyt  to  come  to  this  continent  after  selling  his  pony  and  running  away 
from  Eton  or  some  similar  school  in  England,  They  give  his  age  as  about 
l4  at  the  time  of  his  landing  on  this  continent.  The  rest  of  his  family 
is  said  to  have  emigrated  from  England  at  a  later  date. 

On  July  14,  1841,  in  Harwich,  Massachusetts,  ho  married  Orinda 
Kclton  (born  in  Warwick,  Mass,,  June  12,  1812,  daughter  of  James,  Jr., 
and  Anno,  Kclton),  Unfortunately  there  aro  no  records  of  marriages  in 
Warwick,  Mass,,  for  this  period  so  wo  w ere  not  able  to  obtain  any  further 
information  about  John  and  Orinda^  marriage.  Orinda,  too,  is  buried  in 
Zion  Hill  Cemetery  in  Hartford,  Conn,, (one  large  tombstone  me.rks  the  burial 
of  John,  Orinda,  Mary  Jane,  and  Amy  Ann  LeGeyt)  and  the  inscription  per¬ 
taining  to  her  is  as  follows:  "Orinda  his  wifo  Died  Oct,  9,  1891  Aged'  79 
years"  , 

Orinda  Kclton  was  a  dosccndant  of  Enoch' and  James  Kclton  (father  p,nd 
son,  respectively)  who  served  in  the  American  Revolution,  ’  Their  service' 
is  recorded  as  follows:  "Massachusetts  Revolutionary  War  Rolls,  Volume  , 
Pago .  Ylr  gives  Enoch.  Kolton  of  Rohoboth — alarm  of  December- 8,  1776,  Service 
16  days.  The  record  of  Enoch  Kolton  is  found  on  page  197  of  Volume  9  of 
the  Massachusetts  Soldiers  and  Sailors  of  the  Revolutionary  War"  ,  and 
"James  Kclton,  son  of  Enoch,  appears  with  rank  of  Corporal  on  a  pay  abstract 
of  Captain  Samuel  Taylor1  s  Company—Colonol  Nicholas  Dikes1  Regiment  for 
mileage  dated  Roxbury,  September  17,  1776,  residence  Warwick,  Massachusetts, 
Volume  25,  page  151*" 

Orinda  Kclton1 s  linoage  to  Enoch  Kclton  is  traced  thus: 

"Tho  said  Orinda  Kclton  was  the  daughter  of  James  Kclton, 
born  February  2,  1782,  died  July  5, '1852,  and  his  wife , 

Amy  Atherton,  born  October  28,  1785,  died  July  14,  1858; 
married  March  l6,  I806," 

"The  said  James  Kclton  was  the  son  of  James  Kclton,  born 
February  l6,  1750,  died  January  26,  1851,  and  his  wife, 

Lois  Engalls,  born  February  18,  1750,  died  August  1,  1  <3 1 6 ; 
married,  February  4,  1775»n 

"  The  said  James  Kclton  was  tho  son  of  Enoch  Kclton,  born 
June  19,  1726,  died  March  pi,  1812,  and  his  wife,  Elthoar 
Hicks;  married  December  25,  1746," 

One  family  member  reported  to  me  that  Orinda  Kclton  was  a  seamstress 
and  had  a  shop  together  with  her  sister. 

Shortly  after  their  marriage,  John  and  Orinda  moved  'to  Hartford,  Conn., 
whero  they  established  the  first  LoGeyt  Homestead,  presumably  on  New 
Britain  Avenue,  whore  all  of  their  children  were  born. 
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The  Town  and  City  Clerk1 s  Office  in  Hartford  gives  tho  following 
information  concerning  an  early  purchase  of  property  by  a  LoGeyt  in  Hartford 

"Volume  75,  page  528  rocords  a  Warrantee  Deed  datod  March  l6,  1848, 
covering  a  conveyance  from  S.  and  R,  Seymour  to  Orinda  LeGeyt  of  *b. 
certain' piece  of  land  lying  in  sold  Hartford  with  the  buildings 
therein,  and  bounded  north  by  tho  highway,  east  on  Jonnot  Beardman’s 
land,  south  on  land. of  Henry  Seymour,  2nd,  and  wost  on  lord  of  Horace 
Hollistor  GO»ta*-niiig  *W>ut  nyy>,  noro  or  less," 

"In  Volume  77,  page  165  thcro  is  record  or  a  wrtr-mrrteo  Deed  affecting 
tho  same  parties  with  an  explanation  that  this  second  document  was 
executed  on  account  of  some  supposed  informality  of  the  firot 
document  in  Volume  75,  page  528*  The  document  in  Volume  77,  page  165 
also  has  a  clause  *for  her  sole  and  separate  use  and  benefit, 
independent  of  her  husband,1  * 

The  LoGeyt  Homostaed  on  New  Britain  Avenue  is  said  to  havfe  burned 
many  yoars  ago — probably  at  the  time  James  Porter  LoGoyt?  (John2,  John^ ) 
occupied  it. 

It  is  said  that  John  LcGeyt  wa3  a  butcher  by  trade  and  that  ho 
operated  one  of  tho  5  meat  markots  in  Hartford  at  that  time  ( a rob ably  in 
tho  1840!s  or  later).  This  market  was  on  the  corner  of  State  Street, 

As  far  as  wo  know,  all  the  children  of  John  and  Orind;  were  born  in 
the  LcGeyt  Homestead  on  New  Britain  Avenue,  Those  children  wore:

HENRY  LEGEYT2  (John1)

Elders  in  tho  family  sato  that  Henry  LcGeyt  was  born  in  cither  Hert¬ 
fordshire  or  Herefordshire, ‘England;  his  death  certificate  filed  in  Plymc/'+n 
Connecticut,  gives  his  birthplaco  as  London,  England,  Henry  LoGoyt!s  dcath 
occurrod  on  June  13,  1901,  in  Plymouth,  Conn,,  and  ho  is  buried  in  West 
Cemetery  thcro,  His  age  at  death  was  89  yoars  so  that  would  put  his  birth 
at  1312. 

Henry  LoGoyt2  married  Harriot  A*  Benjamin,  who  bore  him  0110  child, 
a  daughter,  Jennie,  Church  records  in  Plymouth  show  that  a  Harriot  LoGoyt 
joinod  tho  church  in  1851,  Ho  sottlcd  in  Plymouth,  Connecticut,  whore  ho 
was  mado  an  elector  (voter)  in  April  1859,  and  where  he  purchased  two  acres 
of  land  in  tho  northerly  part  of  town  from  Elam  P,  Fcnn  on  March  28,  1848 
(Vol,  1 4,  page  337#  Plymouth  Land  Records). 
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The  following  article  appeared  in  the  Thomaston  Express  at  the  time 
of  Henry  LeGeyt’ s  death:  N Plymouth ,  Ct,,  June  15,  1901.  Henry  N.  LeGeyt, 
who  died  at  his'  home  on  Thursday  morning,  came  here  about  65  years  ago  from 
Prince  Edward  Island,  He  was  a  seafaring  nan  and  was  born  in  London  in  1812, 
He  made  frequent  mention  in  public  and  private  of  the  help  he  rendered  in 
raising  the  Thomaston  Congregational  meeting  house  in  1857,  being  first  to 
mount  the  ridge  pole  and  adjust  the  rafters.  He  also  assisted  at  raising' 
the  Meeting  House  in  the  Center  in  I858,  He  was  later  employed  by  Cooley, 
Bradley  &  Co,,  carriage  manufacturers  hero,  as  blacksmith  helper  to  George 
A,  Smith,  These  two  men  having  plenty  of  muscle  and  endurance,  turned  out 
a  large  amount  of  work;  and  he  was  for  many  years  thus  employed.  During 
these  years  he  married,  bought  the  place  in  North  district  now  owned  by  Mrs, 
Molvina  Atwood,  Here  his  only  child  was  born,  who  married  Clinton  0. 

Scoville,  adopted  son  of  Harry  Scoville  and  is  in  Fitchburg,  Mass,  Family 
lived  for  some  time  on  a  Scoville  farm  whore  McDormitt  is  now,  after  the 
carriage  business  stopped.  After  the  death  of  Mrs,  LeGeyt,  and  tho  removal 
of  Mr,  and  Mrs,  Scoville  to  Fitchburg,  he  sold  that  farm  and' bought  the 
place  on  Main  Street,  Plymouth,  where  ho  died.  Two  years  ago,  Norman  J. 

Wodd  and  wife  came  to  care  for  him  the  rest  of  his  life  and  his  last  days 
may  have  been  his  best  days.  It  is  some  years  since  he  passed  the  four-score 
mark.  He  was  one  of  the  oldest  living  members  of  Congregational  Church, 
uniting  with  it  in  I858,  Funeral  on  Saturday  at  2.” 

In  March  of  19 ^8,  Mr,  Noman  J,  Webb,  who  now  resides  in  California, 
gave  the  following  information  about  Henry  LeGeyt  to  Mrs,  Dorothy  J.  LeGeyt) 

Mr,  Webb  paid  Henry  LeGeyt  $100  cash  to  melee  the  transfer  of  the  Main 
Street,  Plymouth,  property  from  LoGcyt  to  Webb  legal.  Mr,  Webb  received  a 
proper  deed  to  the  property,  agroed  to  care  for  Henry  LeGeyt  for  life,  givo 
him  burial  and  erect  a  stone  at  his  grave, 

Henry  LeGeyt  was  a  farmer  when  Mr,  Webb  met  him.  The  Webbs  cared  for 
Mr,  LeGeyt  for  three  years,  Mr,  LeGeyt  had  a  small  income  from  renting  part 
of  the  house,  which  had  14  rooms.  While  on  his  farm  in  Plymouth,  he  made 
vinegar  and  sold  it  locally, 

LOUISA  LEGEYT2  (John1) 

Born  in  England  about  I8l4,  Louisa  LeGeyt  settled  in  Fitchburg, 
Massachusetts,  sometime  before  I865,  never  married,  and  died  on  High  Street 
there  on  February  8,  1879 >  at  the  age  of  65  years.  She  was  buried  in  Laurel 
Hill  Cemetery  in  Fitchburg.  It  is  interesting  to  notc^that  her  parents1 
names  on  her  death  certificate  are  given  as  John  LeGeyt  and  Elizabeth  Taylor, 

At  tho  sane- tine  that  Louisa’s  brother,  William  Edward  LeGeyt, 
recorded  his  family  in  Christ  Church  Records  in  Fitchburg,  Mass,,  on  April 
5,  I865,  (first  service  held  Doc,  7>  1862)  Louisa’s  nano  was  also  recorded. 
Their  address  at  that  time  was  given  as  Turnpike  Road,  W.  Fitchburg,  Mass, 

SARAH  JUDITH  LEGEYT2  (John1) 

The  Genealogical  Society  of  tho  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day 
Saints  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  has  recorded  in  Book  B,  page  10,  the 
following: 
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"Sarah  Judith  LcGoyt 
Born:  2Qth  August  1815 
Withington,  Gloucester,  England 
Father:  John  LeGeyt 
Mother:  Elizabeth 

Joined  the  L.  D,  S.  Church  by  Baptism,  22  April  1848.

They  also  provide  the  following  record  of  Sarah’s  husband:

Whon  -Eva  Lila  LeGeyt,  Stella  Tatro  and  Florence  Bishop  were  travelling 
in  the  Middle  West,  they  sa w  a  street  labelled  "LoGeyt  Avenue"  but  do  not 
remember  now  where  it  was. 

WILLIAM  EDWARD  LEGEYT2  (John1)

Family  ciders  believe  that  William  Edward  LoGeyt  was  born  in  Hert¬ 
fordshire  or  Herefordshire,  England.  His  marriage  certificate  gives  his 
birthplace  as  Henford shire,  England,  (perhaps  a  misreading  of  Herefordshire), 
while  his  death  certificate  as  well  as  the  records  of  the  births  of  his 
children  give  his  birthplaco  as  England,  From  his  age  at  death,  ~{6  yrs,  5 
mos,  and  11  days,  on  March  27,  1895  >  we  calculate  hi3  birthdntc  at  about 
December  l6,  1819#  The  death  certificate  gives  his  parents’  names  as  John 
LeGeyt  and  Elizabeth  Taylor  while  his  marriage  certificate  gives  only  his 
father’s  name,  John  LeGeyt, 

On  August  15,  1857,  in  War oh an,  Massachusetts,  William  Edward  LcGoyt 
was  married  to  Mary  Ann  Duffee  by  Lawton  Cady,  Clergyman,  From  the  marriage 
certificate  wo  get  the  information  that  the  bride  was  a  resident  of  Ware-ham, 
"at  home",  and  that  she  was  born  in  Pictou,  Nova  Scotia,  the  daughter  of 
Janos  Duffee,  This  certificate  also  tells  that  the  groom  was  a  resident  of 
Warehan  and  that  ho  was  a  farmer. 

On  July  5»  1858,  their  first  child,  William  Hammond  Warren  LeGeyt,  was 
born  in  Fitchburg,  The  records  of  the  births  of  four  more  of  their  children, 
Charles  Edwin,  Anna  Louisa,  Frances  Eva,  and  Marietta,  wore  found  in  Fitch¬ 
burg  by  the  Vital  Statistics  Clerk.  This  would  indicate  that  the  parents 
settled  in  Fitchburg  between  1857  and  I858, 
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Eva  Lila  LeGeyt,  granddaughter  of  William  E,  and  Mary  Ann  (Duffee) 
LeGeyt,  says  that  her  grandfather  was  friendly  with  some  of  the  Crockers  of 
the  Crocker -.Burbank  Paper  Mills  and  that  the  Crockers  were  from  England. 
Perhaps  this  friendship  had  something  to  do  with  William  E,  LeGeyt *s  deci¬ 
sion  to  settle  in  Fitchburg.  Also,  Eva  thinks  the  Crockers  or  the  Paoer  Mills 
had  water  rights  across  some  of  William  E.  LeGeyt1 s  land.

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The  house  included  in  this  original  purchase  still  stands  on  Route  179  in 
Barkhamstcd  and  .is  known  as  the  Home  Place, 

Frederick  ..William  kept  his  job  in  Hartford  all  the  while  he  owned  one- 
half  of  the  farm  in  Barkhorist'ed,  He  would  come  out  to  Barkhamstcd  on  week 
ends.

Charles  Newton  LcGoyt  earned  a  living  for  his  family  by  selling  cider 
(it  brought  $5,00  a  barrel  whqn  Ira  Newton  LcGoyt  was  a  youngster)  and  apples, 
by  butchering  calves  and  cattle  and  selling  the  neat,  by  dealing  in  cattle, 
and  by  soiling  butter.  He  used  to  butcher  on  Mondays  and  take  tho  eider,  ■ 
moat  and  butter,  and  anv  produce  which  his  neighbors  might  wish  to  have 
him  sell  for  them,  to  Hartford  where  all  would  be  sold.  In  later  years  ho  sold 
lumber. 


He  mainly  sold  his  produce- to  the  Pilgard  Market  in  Hartford  and  later 
to  a  place  on  Albany  Avenue  in  Hartford, 

Many  times  he  would  drive  through  the  southwestern  section  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  purchasing  cattle  and  then  driving  them  home  for  resale  or  slaughter, 
A  grain  dealer  in  Woatoguc,  Conn,,  bought  frequently  of  0,  N,  LcGoyt, 

Albert  Nelson  LcGoyt  has ' in  his  possession  an  account  book  which  his 
father,  Charles  Newton  LoGeyt,  kept  in  1897  and  1893,  In  this  book  arc 
recorded  sales  of  small  amounts  of  meat  and  vegetables  to  families  living 
along  what  is  now  Route  179  in  Canton,  North  Canton,  and  Barkhomsted,  as 
well  as  on  Case  Street  and  Barbertown  Road  in  Canton,  and  in  Barkhamotocl 
Hollow,  Some  of  the  more  interesting  entries  are  these:

CHARLES  HOWARD  LEGEYT^  (Charles  Newton'*,  John4",  John'*') 

Char les ' Howard  LeGeyt  was  born  at  tho  Home  Place  in  Barkhamsted,  Conn, 
on  October  1,  1889, 

He  attended  Washington  Hill  School  and  then  Collinsville  High  for  a 
short  time. 
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Ho  wan  married  in  Barkhamsted  on  April'  27,  1912,  by  Rev.  R.  F. 

Gilman  to  Mac  Elizabeth'  Wi  11  iams,  who  was  born  December  21,  1890  and 
who  died  on  Fobruary  15,  1949.

Bible  was" recently  presented  to  the  Lodge  by  his  children  in  his  memory. 

C.  H0  LeGeyt  was  also  a  Shrinor  and  a  Knight  Templar.  After  the  death  of 
her  parents,  Laura  LeGeyt  Merrill  gave  a  memorial  gift  to  the  Shriners 
Hospitals  for  Crippled  Children  in  memory  of  her  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Charles  H.  LeGeyt. 

Mae  LeGeyt  was  Past  Matron  of  the  Mayflower  Chapter  $47  0.  E.  S. 

She  served  as  Post  Master  at  the  Barkhamsted  Post  Office  for  55  years 
until  her  death  and  was  Assistant  Town  Cleric  for  50  years.  At  the  time 
of  her  death,  lawyers,  judges,  business  men  and  state  officials  paid 
tribute  to  the  keen  mind  of  Mac  LeGeyt,  With  no  formal  law  training  her 
knowledge  of  Barkhamsted  Land  Records,  Historical  Data  ana  business  law, 
v/ as  always  available  to  all.  Newly  graduated  lawyors  could  always  count 
on  her  help  and  patience 0  Her  second  love  was  probably  helping  young 
hooeful  students  prepare  for  Town  and  District  Public  Speaking  Contests. 

The  following  appeared  in  "Tales  of  Barkhamsted.  ,  .  "concerning 
Charles  H.  and  Mac  W.  LeGeyt. 

"For  many  decades  the  general  store  at  Barkhamsted  Hollow,  of. which 
Charles  H.  LeGeyt  is  proprietor,  ha3  been  the  trading  place  for 
that  region.  In  addition  to  carefully  selected  groceries  and  gen¬ 
eral  merchandise,  Mr.  LeGeyt  also  carries  grain  arid  operates  a 
dairy  farm  of  150  acres.  He  has  been' Town  Clorlc  eight  years  and 
a  mombor  of  the  Legislature  two  terms,  1925-7.  He  is  a  Republican, 

■  while  Mrs.  LeGeyt  is  the  only  Democratic  Post  Master  in  the  county." 

Charles  H.  LeGeyt  was  Town  Clerk  of  Barkhamsted  for  50  years  to  the 
time  of  his  death  and  was  Town  Treasurer  and  Agent  of  Town  Deposit  Fund 
for  a  number  of  years. 

He  operated  a  general  store  in  Barkhamsted  Hollow  for  many  years 
until  he  sold  his  property  to  the  Metropolitan  Water  Bureau  in  about  1954. 
At  that  time  he  purchased  the  farm  just  south  of  the  Hone  Place  on  ’Washing¬ 
ton  Hill  where  Mac  continued  to  operate  the  Barkhamsted  Post  Office  until 
her  death.  After  that  the  Barkhamsted.  Post  Office  was  discontinued.  This 
farm  was  known  as  the  Bull  Placo  because  a  family  named  Bull  had  last  oc¬ 
cupied  it  beforo  C.  N.  LeGeyt  purchased  it.  We  think  C,  N,  renamed  it 
Mountain  Spring  Farm.  It  was  the  farm  at  which  C.  H.  LeGeyt1 s  mother  had 
been  doing  housework  for  the  William  Paynes  just  before  her  marriage. 

About  the  turn  of  the  century  the  house  burned  to  the  ground.  Just  after 
the  first  World  War,  Theodore  Kolton  LeGeyt  built  a  one-story,  4-room 
house  there.  This  is  still  the  core  of  the  house.  When  0.  H.  LeGeyt  pur¬ 
chased  the  property  from  hi3  father,  he  addod  the  Post  Office-Town  Clerks 
Office,  and  rooms  to  the  south  of  and  above  tho  original  four.  He  also 
built  tho  garage  and  cow  barn.  The  other  outbuildings  did  not  burn  when 
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the  old  house  did  and  thus  wore  standing  from  that  time. 

During  1927  and  1928  C,  H,  LeGoyt  was  Barkhamsted* s  Republican 
Representative  to  tho  Conn,  Stato  Legislature, 

Prom  about  March  1940  to  Fobruary  1942 ,  C.  H,  LeGeyt  was  the  third 
President  of  the  New  Hartford  Trust  Company,  a  bank  in  New  Hartford,  Conn, 

C«  H,  pacsod  away  on  October  8, 1949,  Both  his  wife  and  ho  arc  buried 
in  the  Barkhamsted  Center  Conotcry, 

Ho  v/ as  president  of  tho  Association  of  tho  Descendants  of  John  and 
Elizabeth  Newton  LeGeyt  from  19^5  to  19^7* 

In  the  booklet  ”  New  Hartford-Barkhamstod,  Eastern  Gateway  to  the 
Litchfield  Hills”  there  is  a  photo  of  C,  H,  LeGeyt* s  first  store  in 
Barkhamsted  Hollow, 

CLINTON  SABEN  LEGEYT^  (Charles  Newton5,  John2,  John1) 

Clinton  Saben  LeGeyt  was  born  on  December  22,  1891,  at  tho  Hone  Place 
in  Barkhamsted,  Conn, 

He  was  married  on  May  l4,  1914,  to  Grace  Mao  Weed,  who  v/as  born  on 
February  2 6,  1894, 

Clinton  and  Grace  LeGoyt  were  the  parents  of  four  children,

Clinton  lived  on  the  Home  Place  in  Barkhamsted  (Washington  Hill)  from 
about  1925  to  1957  and  worked  the  farm  until  his  death.

Ho  was  socond  Selectman  of  Barkhamsted  in  1923*  A  metal  bridge  across 
tho  East  Branch  of  tho  Farmington  River  in  Barkhamsted  Hollow,  which  bridge 
was  constructed  during  C,  S,  LeGeyt' s  torn  as  selectman  is  now  partly  sub¬ 
merged  bolow  the  waters  of  tho  Barkhamsted  Roservoir,  bears  C.  S,  LeGeyt's 
name  and  title  on  a  metal  plate.  He  served  on  the  Board  of  Relief  in  1935 
and  was  a  Forost  Fire  Warden, 

C,  S,  LeGeyt  died  on  February  4,  1937 >  and  is  buried  in  tho  East 
Hartland,  Conn*,  cenotory. 


JUDSON  HENRY  LEGEYT'  (Charles  Newton5,  John2,  John1) 

On  May  8,  1895#  Judson  Henry  LeGeyt  was  born  at  tho  Homo  Place  on 
Washington  Hill,  Barkhamsted,  Conn, 

The  fourth  son  of  Charles  Newton  and  Ellen  Ida  ( Slade)  LoGeyt  attended 
tho  Washington  Hill  ono-room  schoolhouse. 
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On  November  27 9  1918,  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  he  married  Lillian  Ethel  Airey 
v/ho  was  training  to  be  a  registered  nurse  and  who  was  born  in  Suffolk  County, 
England,  on  December  5,  1838, 

Their  first  child,  David  Gilbert  Judson  LeGoyt,  was  born  on  Sept. 

1918,  and  passed  away  on  January  20,  1920.  He  is  buried  in  the  Barkhamsted 
Center  Cemetery,  On  September  27,  1922,  their  daughter  Bornice  Eleanor 
LoGcyt,  was  born, 

Judson  v/ as  Republican  Registrar  of  Voters  in  Barkhamsted  from  1920- 

1922. 

He  was  a  dairy  farmer  until  1956  when  ho  sold  his  last  few  cows  and 
hold  membershio  in  the  Connecticut  Milk  Producers*  Association  from  1920- 

1955. 

Near  Thanksgiving  of  1955*  Judson  and  his  family  moved  into  part  of 
G.  N.  LoGcyt * s  property  in  Enfield,  Conn,  They  went  thcro  so  that  Lillian 
could  care  for  Mrs.  C,  N.  LeGoyt,  v/ho  was, ill  at  that  time.  It  should  be 
noted  here  that  through-out’  her  married  life  Lillian  wa3  a  practical  nurse. 
Friends,  relatives  and  strangers  contacted  her  for  nursing  service.  Tiny 
babies,  children  and  adults  wore  carod  for.. many  times  in  her  home. 

In  1955  or  58  the  Judson  LeGeyts  moved  to  the  Terry  Place,  (l5  acres) 
which  they  purchased  in  Enfield. 

^ftcr  the  hurricano  of  Sppt.  1958  blow  down  the  barn  on  the  property  of 
the  then  late  C,  IT,  LoGcyt  in  Enfield,  whore  Judson  kept  the  dairy  herdj 
Judson  moved  the  15  surviving  cows  (out  of  a  herd  of  29)  to  the  August 
Dillinschneidcr  Place  on  Route  179  in  Barkhamsted.  This  wa3  done  because 
the  barn  on  the  Boers  Place  in  Barkhamsted  which  the  Judson  LeGeyts  had 
occupied  before  moving  to  Enfield,  had  burned  to  the  ground. 

In  about  Juno  1940  Judson  sold  the  Terry  Place  in  Enfield  to  the  C.  N. 
LeGoyt  Estate  and  acquired  the  Boors  Place  ( 155  acres)  and  the  Soldon  Church 
Place  (150  acres)  in  Barkhamsted.  At  that  time  the  Judson  LeGeyts  moved 
back  to  the  Boers  Place  and  havo  occupied  it  ever  since.  This  place  is  now 
called  High  Ledge  Farm  because  of  an  extremely  high  cliff-like  rock  form¬ 
ation  v/hich  exists  on  the  farm.
